m Embezzling Cashier’s Peculations 
Plaged: at $70,000. 


Evidences of Thievery as 
Far Back as 1883. 


Probability That the Full Shortage 
Will Be Much Larger. 


His Dishonest Operations Discovered 
Through a Forged Certificate. 


THE LEGAL AND CRIMINAL ASPEOTS OF 
THE FAILURE. 


A Dividend Expected to Be Paid Deposi- 
tors in October—Thomson Can Be Ex- 
tradited from Canada on the Charge 
of Forgery—The Grand-Jury to Investi- 
gate the Failure — Action in Court — 
Latest Details of the Great Bank 
Smash-Up. 


Wherever Almon Bonaparte Thomson may 
be to-day, over the border in Canada with the 
grand army of defaulted cashiers or meditat- 
ing on hisown downfall within the jurisdic 
tion of the United States Courts, his ears must 
be tingling if there is anything 
in the theory that evil spoken of us 
behind our backs can affect the circulation of 
blood in our aural appendages. And evil is 
said of him plentifully. It is astonishing to at- 
tempt an enumeration of the I-told-you-sos 
and the stories that are told in connection 


Yesterday afternoon the prophet confined him- 
selfto reminding friends that he had known 
the bank would burst; to-day he re- 
members that he knew Thomson 
would steal. The prophet is a progressive 
matvidual. and as he affects to see the future 
through a microscope clearly, so he can 
translate the certainties of the present into the 
belief ofthe past. There is, however, enongh 
to be said in condemnation of the missing 
cashier without any recourse being had to 
imagination. 
HE IS GONE, 

and so are the bank funds. He will not re- 
turn, but the loss to the bank may 
be. made good. The bank, however, is 
practically out of existence. There is 
little probability that it will ever 
reopen its doors for business. There is less 
probability that Almon B. Thomson will ever 
be seen on the streets of St. Louis. For three 
years, while he was respected and trusted im- 
plicitly, he was engaged in defrauding the 


bank. 
AS FAR BACK AS 1883, 


the books of the bank now show he made a 
talse entry in the foreign exchange account, 
which he has sedulously covered, and which 
allowed him to abstract $20,000 of 
the bank’s funds without discovery 
being made. Since then he i has 
followed that peculation with others,until now 
it is believed that he secured at least $70,000. A 
thorough and careful investigation of the 
bank’s books is being made now, and it is 
feared by the directors that greater thefts may 
be discovered; but they have determined that 
now the whole truth must be known. The 
employes of the bank are assisting expert ac- 
countants and it will be two or 
three days. before the full amount of 
the defalcation and the exact 
condition of the bank can be known. Olerks 
are preparing for the receiver a list of the de- 
positors, but owing to the fact that most of 
them are credited with but small amounts and 
the total of time deposits is $426,649.17, the 
list will be very lengthy and consume time in 
its compilation. 

AS FAR AS IS NOW KNOWN 
the peculations of Thomson include $20,000 
pbstracted in 1883 on the false entry in the for- 
eign exchange account, $8,500 borrowed on 
a forged certificate of stock, $15,000 
abstracted in cash on Saturday night last, and 
$25,000 borrowed on shares of stock in various 
companies, most of which are worthiess. 
How much further he is into the bank 
cannot now de said. It was that 

FORGED CERTIFICATE OF STOCK 
that precipitated his flight andthe last steal. 
Some months ago he said to President Swain: 
„1 must raise $8,500, and I have 100 
shares of Crystal Plate Glass Company's 
stock which I can give you as collaterel for a 
loan.’’ Mr. Swain agreed to take the stock, 
and giving Thomson the money locked the 
certificate up with the bank’s securities. On 
July 8 Mr. Thomson was away from the bank 
for the day, and Mr. Swain, who had not been 
in the habit of spending all his time at the 
bank, being employed by Crow, Hargadine & 
Co., undertook those of his duties as 
President as had previously been dele- 
gated to Cashier Thomson. He opened 
the morning mail, and among the letters found 
one addressed to Mr. Thomson, but as it 
looked official Mr. Swain thought It was bank 
business and opened it. 
THE LETTER 

was from the Crystal Plate Glass Company and 
was a notification of a dividend on one share 
of stock owned by Almon B. Thomson, the 
amount of the dividend, %, being 
enclosed. Mr. Swain considered the 
letter véry seriously and turned the 
cash over several times to see if $396 was not 
hidéen under it somewhere. He r Ne. 
that in the safe there was a certificate stock 
in that company, ; to be 100 shares, 
2 by Thomson, and yet the notifi-

had suspected the cashier in a mild way 
of not being up to his profes- 
sions, but had never thonght he 
was a forger or an embezzier. As 
soon as his business permitted Mr. Swain 
went tosee Carlos 8. Greeley, one of the 
largest stockholders in the bank and one of 
Mr. Thomson’s bondsmen. He showed the 
notification and amount of dividend received. 
WHAT DID IT MEAN? 

he asked. Mr. Greeley was dumbfounded. He 
had never had the slightest occasion to sus- 
pect Mr. Thomson, and hadas much confi- 
dence in the cashier’s integrity as 
in any man liymg. But there was 
certalnly something queer about the stock. 
I know all about Crystal Plate Glass Com- 
pany stock, said he; ‘‘I am a director in that 
company and I know that Mr. Thomson does 
not own 100 shares there. There is something 
wrong. You must look into it.’’ 

The next day Mr. Thomson was at the bank 
and was asked by Mr. Swain about the stock. 
He said his holding was really only one share, 
but ninety-nine shares of the 100 represented 
by the certificate were owned by 
Ohas. E. Barnes, F. A. Drew and 
Superintendent Neale of the Plate-Glass Com- 
pany. The explanation was not satisfactory 
to either President Swain or Mr. Greeley, and 
it was determined to call a meeting of the 
Board of Directors. The meeting was called 
Saturday last and Mr. Thompson appeared 
before it. He was asked about the stock and 
told the same story he had told Mr. Swain. 
He told it in such an easy manner and so 
plausibly that 

THE DIRBCTORS WERE QUITE DECEIVED. 
It was known that Mr. Thomson had been con- 
nected with Messrs. Barnes and Drew in the 
French Silvering and Ornamental Glass Com- 
pany, and that loaned color to his statement of 
their partnership in the stock certificate. Mr. 
Swain was not wholly deceived, however, and 
questioned Thomson closely. He asked if 
Barnes, Drew and Neale had not had cer 
tifices issued to them. Mr. Thomson 
did not know. If they had cer: 
tificates how did the hypothecated 
certificate show 100 shares while Mr. Thom- 
son only owned one? Mr. Thomson did not 
know. Mr. Swain could not understand how 
business men such as Barnes and Drew would 
leave their stock certificates in the hands of a 
third party, nor by what rule of business that 
third party could hypothecate such shares 
for his own benefit. The trans- 


q action looked irregular, if not abso- 


lutely dishonest. The answers of Mr. 
Thomson increased the suspicion with which 
Mr. Swain regarded his action, and that sus- 
pision was communicated to the Board, with 
an expression of the President's opiniép that 
unless some action was taken 

MR. THOMSON MIGHT DISAPPEAR. 

This was not weighed seriously, as Mr. 
Thomson had offered to substitute other 
collateral for the loan, or repay it if the Board 
so desired. He would make this re- 
payment on Monday morning, and the 
matter was allowed to go over 
until that time, with the understanding that he 
would then make good the loan in cash. On 
Monday morning he did not appear at the 
bank nor could any information be obtained 
concerning his whereabouts. He had gone to 
Sweet Springs to the militia encampment, his 
wife said. Telegrams to Sweet Springs were 
replied to with the information that Thomson 
was not there and had not been there. 
His wife was again appealed to, but could give 
no further information concerning him. She 
was led to believe that urgent bank business 
required his attention, and no hintof the sus- 
picions aroused by his absence was given. 
Telegrams were sent to several places where 
it was thought he might be, but no informa- 
tion could be obtained. 

HE HAD CLEARLY ABSCONDED. 

This was kept a profound secret; not even 
the employes of the bank were allowed to 
know anything of the matter. A quiet investi- 
gation of the books was instituted and the 
false entry in the foreign exchange account 
was developed. 

Mr. Greeley had the certificate of stock in 
the Orystal Plate Glass Company brought out 
of the safe and examined. With the aid of a 
microscope it was discovered that the certifi- 
cate had been altered, the ‘‘one’’ being altered 
to ‘‘one hundred’’ after the first had been 
raised with chemicals. The certificate bore 
the number 3878. This morning a reporter of 
the Post- DISPATCH saw 


MR. CHAS. K. BARNES, 

Treasurer of the Crystal Plate Glass Company. 
He showed on the stock book of, the company 
that the certificate 378 was. issued for one 
share. He had not heard that there had really 
been any alteration of the vertificate, but was 
of the opinion that an alteration was not nec- 
essary; that Mr. Swain had so trusted 
Mr. Thomsonthat he had not looked at the 
certificate at all when it was offered as col- 
lateral. He remembered the purchase of one 
share by Thomson and said: ‘‘I thought he 
was getting it so that his name might appear 
on the books and in time he might become 
a director of the company. You know he 
was quite a public man, was in dozens of 
things, and had theories on everything. 
That was his peculiarity. He had 
a case in the dank to which any 
director could go and place his hand directly 
upon any receipt given the bank since its in- 
stitution, and lots of little checks on business 
of that kind. He talked about these 
theories in such a way that he impressed 
every one with whom he came in contact. He 
had new ideas about the details of banking, 
and really his schemes were very good. He 
impressed me as a keen, careful business 
man, withal somewhat too talkative.’’ 

„Did he have any checks on dishonest em- 
ployes in the bank?’’ 

„ believe he did, but I heard littie about 
such matters. I met him most in his connec- 
tion with the

BEFORE THE GRAND-JURY. 


That Body Will Investigate the Bank 
Criminal Liability of the Directors. | 


Circuit Attorney Clover stated to-day that 
he would call the attention of the Grand-jury 
to the Provident Savings Bank failure, it be- 
ing, of course, discretionary with that body 
whether they will take the matter up. Not 
only is there cause for indicting the abscond- 
ing cashier, but every director and of- 
ficer of the bank who was aware of the 
condition of the institution before 
it closed is open, co indictment. 
It was learned by the bank directory on Sat“ 


urday that Thomson was short in his accounts 
and the institution in a failing condition, and 
yet they permitted deposits to be received un- 
til noon yesterday. All money deposited since 
the time the discovery of the shortage was 
made on Saturday can be recovered by civil 
suit, and not only can it be recovered, but the 
bank officials, as stated, can all be criminally 
prosecuted for permitting the deposits to be 
made. The law is very clear on the subject, 
the statute covering it reading as follows: 

„Sec. 1350. Bank officer receiving deposits— 
when a felony.—If any president, director, 
manager, cashier, or other officer of any 
banking institution doing business in this 
State shall receive or assent to the reception 
of any money deposit or other valuable thing 
in such bank or banking institution, or if any 
such officer or agent shall create er assent to 
the creation of any debts or indebtedness by 
such bank or banking institution, in consider- 
ation or by reason of which indebtedness any 
money or valuable property shall be received 
into such bank or bankin institution, 
after he shall have ha knowledge 
of the fact that it is insolvent or in failing cir- 
cumstances he shall be deemed guilty of lar- 
ceny and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished in the mannerand to the saine ex- 
tent as is provided by law for stealing the 
same amount of money deposited or valuable 
thing; provided, that the failure of any such 
bunk or banking institution shall be prima 
facie evidence of knowledge on the part of any 
such officer or person that the same was in- 
solvent or in failing circumstances when the 
money or property was received on deposit.’’ 

THE FOREMANSHIP. 

Itis claimed that the present Grand-jury 
cannot take upthe Provident Bank failure 
because Ewing M. Sloan, its President, 
is one of the depositors who loses 
money oy. the failure of the 
institution. The law states that any man who 
is in the panel ofa Grand-jury may be chal- 
lenged if he is apt to be a prosecujor or wit- 
ness in any case liable to come up 
before the body for investigation. In 
the present case no challenge was or 
could. be made to Mr. Sloan, as when the 
Graud-jury was selected from the panel sum- 
moned the bank had not failed and it was 
not known that this case was apt to be 
brourht beforethem. This makes Mr. Sloan 
competent to sit as a juror, but 
Mr. Harvey and other attorneys versed 
in criminal law hold that he cannot 
sit as foreman of the jury. The Court has the 
nght to change foremen at any time, how- 
ever, and all that is necessary to have the pres- 
ent Grand-jury investigate the matter is to

AN INTERVENING PETITION. 


Deposits Made This Week Will Probably 
Have to Be Returned. 


Judge Lubke did not putin an appearance at 
his chambers in the Court-house this moru- 
ing. There will be no session of court until 
Saturday next, when Judge Dillon will sit in 
Court No. 2. It was expected that 
the receiver would obtain some order 
of court to-day with reference to the deposits 
made atthe bank within the past few days. 
The statutes provide a penalty in the case of 
directors and officers of a bank who 
receive deposits with a knowledge at 
the time of the bank’s failing con- 
dition. Shortly before noon the following 
intervening petition was filed in court 
relative to a recent deposit: 


In the Matter . Sega Receivership of the Provident 
Savings Bank. 


Now comes the petitioner, Rufus J. Delano, 
and states that on the l4th of July, 1886, 
this court appointed William H. Thomp- 
son as the Receiver of the Provident 
Savings Bank. Said bank did a general bank- 
ing business, receiving deposits of money 
from depositors. On the 10th day of July, 
Saturday last, the directors, officers, and 
managers of the bank, whose names are fully 
set forth in the petition for the appointment

Ed Beach, a book-keeper, had a few thou- 
sand dollars in the bank, his savings for some 
years. The failure breaks him up. 

Henry McNichol, the furniture dealer, suf- 
fers to the amount of $1,500. 

Dr. Ohmann Dumesnil had just drawn out 
his account and was about to deposit $300 when 
he heard the news of the failure, and luckily 
escaped its loss 

Just to what extent the loss among the 
teachers in the public schools exists it is im- 

ossible to say, but the teachers must 

e out several thousands, accord- 
ng to reliable account. Assistant 
Librarian Spamer of the Public School 
Library says that Thompson told him that 
at least three-quarters of the entire corps of 
lady teachers were depositors inthe bank at 
one time and another. This would make in 
numbers, about seven hundred of the teachers 
who have been placing their salaries inthe 
bank during the past seven years. 

Numbers of the women of the demi-monde 
are reported to be more or less losing. Among 
them Annie Norton of 108 North Tenth street 
says she is 52,043 out. Marion Elwood one of 
Norton’s boarders bad $60 and loses that 
much. Nellie David has a bank book showing 
her loss to be $430 and Emma Anderson quits 
loser by $135. There are many other losers to 
various extents.

Mr. Thomson’s residence at 3002 Chestnut 
street isa three-story stone-front. The win- 
dows and doors are fitted with wire screens 
and inside blinds. Atthe topmost window to 


the left which commands a view of Garrison 
avenue wel over Pine and to one side of Olive 
street, the figure of a woman has been stand- 
ing most of the day watching the street 
cars as they passed west on Olive.

He Can Be Tunished for Several Offenses— 
The Penalties. 


The chanees are that the Directors will make 
restitution for all deposits received after the 
discovery of the bank’s condition, but it can 
be seen how they have left themselves open to 
fATiminal prosecution, the punishment in cases 
of this character being from two to five years 
in the Penitentiary. 

Thomson's offense is embezziement, which, 
when the amount taken foots up $80 or over, 
is punishable by imprisonment in the Peniten- 
tiary from two to five years. If 
it can be shown that he took 


the money on different dates, separate counts 
can be made against him and he can be tried 
on each count, being liable to imprisonment 
in the Penitentiary for from two to five years 
on each count.

Whether Mr. Thomson, Sr., Will Make Good 
the Deficit. 


It has been suggested that Almon Thomson, 
the father of the defaulting cashier, would 
make up the amount of the defalcation, but 
there is no evidence at all that 


he will do so, or is even contemplating 
such a step. On Monday when the fact 
that the cashier had embezzied the funds 
of the bank and had raised a 
certificate of stock in the Crystal Plate Glass 
Company was known, Acting President Swain 
and Mr. Carlos 8. Greeley went to the elder 
Thomson and acquainted him with the 
fact that his son had embezzled the funds of 
the bank. They asked him whether 
he would make good the deficiency. 

Mr. Thomson hesitated for awhile, and then 
said that he would think the matter over and 
would consult with his lawyers about it. 

On the same day Mr. Thomson drew out by 
check the sum of $16,000, all he had 
in account with the bank, and 
thus saved himself from any 1088 
by failure of the institution through the theft 
of his son. Mr. Thomson, however, is liable 
for the amouut of his bond.

Bricklayers’ Strike. 


MILWAUKEE, July 15.—Another strike has 
been inaugurated by the bricklayers and ma- 
sons. They submitted a demand last week 
that the master*masons sign an agreement 
guaranteeing a continuunce of the eight-hour 
system for the next three years. This was re- 
fused, and as a consequence the union men, 
tothe numberof nearly four hundred, went 
out to-day. All building operations are at a 
standstill. 


Some of the Financial Institutions Which 
Have Gone Under. 


The failure of the Provident Savings Asso- 
ciation isthe firstripple of excitement which 
St. Louis has expeMenced in bank 
ing business for many a Fear. 
The Broadway Savings’ Bank, occasioned 
by the Krieger defalcation, was the last bank 
failure here; but the last big failure recorded 
wasthat of the Butchers and Drovers’ Bank, 
which occured nearly ten yeard ago. 
Prior to these two there was a lapse 
of about three  yéars, the earliest 
part of which saw the great 
money panic of 1873, when a whole string of 
banking institutions wentoutof existence. 
At that time there were very 
nearly eighty banks in the city. The 
immediate cause of the break-up 
was the failure of Jay Cook & Co. Cook 
was carrying the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, which was called the Great 
Banana Belt, so luxurious was its 
surroundings supposed to be. At the time he 
failed the finances of the country werel 
In a very extended condition and the 
break-up overswept its whole extent. 
Among the banks in St. Louis forced to 
close their doors in 1873 and afterwards, 
were the North St. Louis, the Centra 
Savings, the First National, the Second 
National, the State National and several other 
less important houses. All of these 
suspended the payment of spe- 
cies and certificates were issued 
by trustees which passed current between 
thom. The Exchange Bank, which after- 
wards quit because it had grown weary of the 
business, was the only one to hold and 
paidin gold. Since the big flurry of 1878, no 
bank difficulties have ruffied the smooth cur- 
rent of the money market in St. Louis.

The most recent transactions in bank bust 
ness occurring within the past few years are 
the sale of the Lucas bank to the 
Mechanics’, the absorption of the Manufactur- 
er's Bank by the Valley National, and the sale 
of the latter to the Laclede Bank, formerly the 
firm of Bartholow, Lewis & Co. 


STOCKS. 
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A Dividend Will Probably Be Declared— 
The Keal Estate. 


A POST-DISPATCH reporter found Receiver 
Thompson in consultation with his attorney, 
ex- Judge Elmer B. Adams, at the latter’s 
office, this morning. The receiver said: 
„Tou have my authority for advis- 
ing all depositors, through the columns 
of your paper, not to sacrifice 
their claims. There is no need ofit. We will 
cheerfully furnish allinformation for the bene- 
fit of the creditors of the bank as soon as we 
can reach the facts. Nothing shall be with- 
held. There will be as little delay as possible 
in ascertaining the actual condition of affairs 
atthe bank. The depositors should not dis- 
pose of their claims.’’ 


Judge Adams said: Tou can safely assert 
that the deposits made yesterday since 
the knowledge of the cashier’s defalcation 
reached the stockholders and directors, will 
be restored. The deposits are all tagged and 
remain intact. I cannot speak positively 
as to the day when the bank’s condition 
became known to the stockholders and direc- 
tors but I do know that yesterday’s deposits 
have not been disturbed and will certainly be 
restored. Itismy intention to prepare an 
order to present in the receiver’s behalf to the 
courtwhich shall cover all cases of recent 
deposits. As to the purpose of the 
receiver I will say to you for the public infor- 
mation, with his authority, that we shall go 
to work with the view of making as speedy a 
disposition of the assets as possible. Per- 
sistent efforts will be made to 
realize upon the assets as rap- 
idly as such work can be 
accomplished, with the view of declaring a 
dividend by the first week in October, when the 
courts reopen. We can state that the first 
dividend will be of a consoling character, a 
substantial amount. There is a large 
list of bills receivable, and colleo- 
tiong will be rapidly made. As to 
subsequent dividends they will come along 
as soon as the real estate and stocks can be 
turned into money. In the liquidation of this 
bank’s affairs it is proposed to realize 
promptly on the realestate.

A Warning to Office-Holders. 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14, 1886. 
To the Heads of Departments in the Service of the 

General Government: 

I deem this a proper time to especially warn 
all subordinates inthe several departments, 
and all office-holders under the General 
Government, against the use of their official 
positions in attempts to control political 
movements in their localities. Office-holders 
are the agents of the peeple, not their mas- 
ters. Not only is their time end labor due to 
the Government, but they should scrupulously 
avoid in their political action, as well as in the- 
discharge of their official duties, offending by 
a display of obtrusive partisanship their 
neighbors who have relations with them as 
public officials. They should also constantly 
remember that their party friends from whom 
they have received preferment have not in- 
vested them with the power of arbitrarily 
managing the political affairs. They have no 
right as office-holders to dictate the. political 
action of their party aseociates, or to throttle 
freedom of action within party lines by meth- 
ods and practices which pervert every useful 
and justifiable purpose of party organization. 
The influence of Federal office-holders should 
not be felt in the manipulation of political 
primary meetings and nominating conven- 
tions. The use by these officials of their posi- 
tions to compass their selection as dele- 
gates to political conventions is inde- 
cent and unfair, and proper regard 
for the proprieties and requirements 
of official place will also prevent their assum- 
ing the active conduct of political campaigns. 
Individual activity and interest in political 
affairs are by no mean’ condemned. Office- 
holders are neither disfranchised nor forbid- 
den the exercise of political privileges, but 
their privileges are not enlarged nor their 
duty to party increased to pernicious activity 
by omee- holding. A just discrimination in 
this regard between the things a citizen may 
properly do and the purposes for which a pub- 
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lic office should not be used is easy, in the 
light of a correct the re

are requested to communicate the substance 
of these views to those for whose guidance 
they are intended.

The Peck Divorce and Its Re- 
markable Developments. 


Alleged Curious Conspiracy to 
Procure Separation. 


A Tale of Kidnapping and Terrible 
Domestic Trouble. 


A Divorce Procured Secretly in Chicago 
by the Husband and Father-in-Law— 
The Wife Asks the Court to Set It 
Aside—The Son of Charles H. Peck of 
Vandeventer Place in an Unenviable 
Role—Sequal to an Unequal Marriage. 


Mr. William W. Peck, a young man having 
an exteneive acquaintance in this city, proba- 
bly thinks the world narrower to-day than he 
did afew months ago. Mr. Peck is the son of 
Charles H. Peck of Grand avenue and 
Vandeventer place,this city, and in the course 
of a few days will probably again be the legal 
husband of Mrs. Neilie Peck, nee Brown, of 
No. 2830 Olive street. A more detailed 
statement of the case is probably necessary to 
give the publicathorough understanding of 
this peculiar affair. At present Mr. W. W. 
Peck’s residence is at No. 3222 Vernon avenue, 
Chicago, Hl. In the Chicago Circuit Court 
a petition will be filed to-morrow morning 
asking Judge Shepard to set aside the decree 
of divorce granted William W. Peck on the 12th 
of last May from his wife, Mrs. Nellie Peck.

parties, and from the methods employed it 
would appear thatthis isthe result of design 
rather than accident. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE PROCEEDINGS 
will be as great a surprise to the groom and 
bis family as the notice of divorce proved 
a few days ago to his late wife. 
The story with which the petition will be fol- 
lowed upreads like a modern novel, and 
presents many features that enlist 
sympathy for the woman concerned 
in the affair. About seven years ago 
Mr. William W. Peck resided in 
this eity at the elegant residence of his father, 
Mr. Charles H. Peck, at Grand avenue and 
Vandeventer place. He had returned from 
school to enjoy the luxuries of 
life at the home of his 
parents, and was widely known about town, 
where he was among the first in any under- 
taking of his companions. His family gave 
him position and entre tothe richest social 
circles, and his father’s wealth gave him 
ease and opportunity to enjoy the 
same. He was about 25 years of age when one 
evening he met Miss Neilie Brown, a girl of 
15, at the Union Depot. Nellie had just re- 
turned with a companion from a 
visit to Indianapolis, Ind. Miss 
Patton, . her friend, had met 
Mr. William Peck previously and introduced 
him to Miss Nellie as he approached on the 
platform. The few moments’ conversation in 
the throng of traverlers decided for both years 
which have been full of trouble which 
now overflows before thepublic gaze. Nellie 
Brown was the daughter of an unusually intel- 
ligent widowdady, who supported her small 
family by sewing and renting out apartments. 
Mr. Peck requested permission to visit his new 
acquaintance. Relying on the guarantee of 
her girl companion’s introduction, the girl 
consented and Peck called. He was 
received with welcome, and there 
made the acquaintance of Mrs. Brown, 
another daughter and a son who was just 
growing up to manhood. He called again, 
devoting his attentions to Nellie. 
Mrs. Brown, a woman of remarkably 
good judgment, as she shows by her con- 
versation, was annoyed at the atten- 
tions shown her daughter. She supposed 
they were only trivial, and decided to 
discourage them at once. The difference of 
station between the girl and Mr. Peck was 
one of her reasons for opposing the 
continuance of the acquaintance. On the 
occasion of one of Mr. Peck’s visits 
Mrs. Brown asked him to discontinue his at- 
tentions. In reply he assured her of the up- 
rightness of his attentions toward her 
daughter, and she consented to have 
him call again. His subsequent. visit 
was made early in the evening when here. 
quested permission to take her daughter out 
fora walk. This was granted and shortly af- 
ter they returned to the house. 


NOTHING UNUSUAL 

was noticed, and Peck returned to his father’s 
house. A few weeks later the girl be- 
came dispirited but offered no other 
explanation for her despondency than her 
poor health, which had long given grounds 
for fear. It wus decided to send her 
away for a visit to relatives in 
Illinois about this time. When Peck learned of 
this plan he announced the fact that he and 
Nellie had been married two months pre- 
viously. On the evening he took her for 
a walk they went to a Justice’s office and were 
married there. Atthe same time he handed 
over to Mrs. Brown his marriage certificate. 


MR. CHARLES H. PECK, 

the father of the groom, had no knowledge 
of the marriage up to this time. 
At Mrs. Brown's suggestion the 
young man departed to tell his father 
what he had done. How he received the 
information only his son knew. He, 
however, acquiesced in the arrange- 
ments, and agreed that the young 
wife should go on her visit as she intended. 
She went to her uncle's in Illinois, and during 
her absence Mr. Peck, Sr., prepared 
apartments at the Windsor Flats, to which she 
returned as mistress. The delayed honey- 
moon waned rapidly as usual, 
and one day the wife gave a gauzy 
explanation in accounting for a discoloration 
on her arm. She said that while at her hus- 
band’s office she had accidently fallen against 
the stove and received the injury. Subse- 
quent events confirmed the sus- 
picions which were first aroused 
by this. The husband was frequently 
seen under the influence of liquor. After the 
birth of a child—a boy—the domestic disturb- 
ances became more frequent and the 
misconduct of

The husband, who had retired with his wife, 
laughed and all was quiet again. 
Mrs. Brown’s fears had been 
aroused and she attempted to get into the 
room but was refused admission. She 
called for heip and Mr. Marshal and Mrs. 

Mrs. Brown 
says her calls to her daughter were not an- 
swered nor would her 
the door until Mr. Marshal threatened to 
beatitdown. When it was finally opened 
the odor of chloroform was un- 
mistakable, though Peck denied hav- 
ing had any in the room. Mrs. 
Brown ru shed tothe bed and picked up the 
senseless form of ber daughter, who did not 
revive for three-quarters of an hour. 
To this Mrs. Peck’s mother says she will swear 
and likewise furnish the evidence of the other 
witnesses. The domestic troubles became 
more serious, and a separation was effected, 
but Mrs. Peck again returned to her husband, 
when his father made the arrangements to 
separate the young people, announcing his 
intention to place his son under treatment 
for intemperance. After Mrs. Peck returned 
to her mother’s house 

HER HUSBAND KIDNAPPED THE CHILD 
and retained him for nine months. In the 
meantime a warrant for abandonment was 
sworn out, and on the night of Miss Peck’s 
marriage, January 17 last, two deputy 
sheriffs called at the Peck mansion, 
but at request of Mayor Frencis 
and Judge Horner, Peck was not 
arrested during the festivities, as his absence 
would be noticed. They promised on honor 
to deliver him into custody the following 
day but Peck escaped. The child was, how- 
ever, recovered from him on the street bya 
detective and Mrs. Peck.

notice to his father’s house he was guilty of 
conspiracy, as it was not intended 
that the newspaper should be handed 
or foryarded to the defendant, who did not 
live with her father-in-law, as the 
plaintiff well knew; that the defendant 
was of unimpeachable character and 
that Protine perjured himself on the stand, 
and was guilty of conspiracy. In ad- 
dition, the bill states that under the 
laws of Illinois a divorce obtained 
by publication of notice only and the defend- 
ant not appearing in Court,the decree is not 
absolute until after the expiration 
of three years from the date of entering but is 
conditional and subject to be set aside, hence 
the present petition.

THE AMERICAN YACHT REGATTA. 


Proposed Rate Between the Atlanta and 
Stilletto Called Off. 


LARCHMONT, N, Y., July 15.—The third an- 
nual regatta of the American Yacht Olub, 
which is composed exclusively of steam 
yachts, takes place to-day, There has been a 
stiff wind from the Southwest all night, and 
the sea this morning is choppy and ugly. It 
is thought that the smaller yachts will find 
some rough traveling before they get to New 


London. There are dozens ot the yachts in 
the harbor, three of them having found it 
rudent to remain in the cove dur- 

ng the night. The first oint to 
be touched is New Lendon, a distance of 
eighty knots from here. The yachts are di- 
vided into three classes, viz.: ose exceed- 
ing 150 feet in length on the water line, those be- 
tween Sand 100 feet, and those between 50 and 
8 feet.

Time allowance is based on the rule that the 
speed of a yacht in knots per hour should

Mr. Charles H. Hasweil 
also offers a cup to be contested for under his 
method of time allowance, and Commodore 
Hoagland offers one tothe yacht making the 
best time over the course regardless of time 
allowable.

In the 
early winter of 188% Miles and Barton 
took a five years’ lease of the 
house, running minstrel r 
variety shows and burlesque operas. he 
entlemen did not succeed and gave up their 
ease, leaving the theater iu the hands of Mr. 
Hastings. harles Francis Adams, Jr. 
relieved Mr. Hastings of his lease and will 
hereafter control the property. It is said that 
the house will be converted into a business 
block and will not again be used as a theater. 
The place has quite a history. It was 
many years ago a large billard hall 
and was afterward transformed into the 
Gaiety Theater, conducted by Jason Went- 
worth of Adelphi Theater fame. It was at the 
Gaiety that Audran’s opera, ‘‘Mascot,’’ was 
first brought to this country. In 1882 the thea- 
ter was remodeled at great expense and 
opened in the fall, when Gilbert and Sullivan's 
‘*‘Iolanthe’’ was first produced inthis city. 
During the run of that piece considerable 
money was made, but since then the house 
has never been a financial success.
